4.  Swimming  Baths. 

The  extremely  inclement  weather  experienced  during  the  sumraer, 
adversely  affected  the  attendances  at  the  baths,  but  v/hen  conditions  permitted 
they  proved  very  popiiLar. 

5.  Drainage  and  Sewerage, 

a)  The  9"  sev/er  in  the  Avenue,  average  depth  about  10'  0"  was  found  to  be 

blocked  with  tree  roots  and  as  a  result  heavily  silted.  It  was  found 

necessaiy  to  call  in  a  specialist  firm  to  bore  the  pipe  out. 

b)  In  December,  No.  2  Sev/age  Pumping  Station  was  flooded  due  to  a  gland  blowing. 

It  was  found  possible  to  dry  out  one  of  the  three  electric  motors  and  thus 
keep  the  station  in  action,  until  repairs  could  be  carried  out, 

c)  During  the  year  a  further  four  pail  closets  were  abolished. 

6,  Public  Cleansing. 

The  public  cleansing  services  have  been  carried  out  in  a  satisfactory 
manner  throughout  the  year,  and  generally  a  v/eekly  collection  of  refuse  maintained. 

The  Maudon  Grove  tip  lasted  out  the  year,  and  a  second  small  site  still 
remains.  Several  sites  south  of  the  town  have  been  ruled  out  by  the  Geological 
Survey  as  liable  to  pollute  the  Howe  Hill  Borehole,

7,  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food, 


(l)  Meat  Inspection 

A  perusal  of  the  follcwing  tables  vdll  give  some  idea  of  the  scope  of 
the  meat  inspection  services. 

The  number  of  pigs  slaughtered  rose  during  the  year  by  nearly  20,000 
to  I94,387j  but  whether  this  figure  will  decrease  or  increase  with  the  end  of 
rationing  is  difficult  to  assess.

Regular  sampling  of  milk  has  been  carried  out.  The  saiaples  of  heat 
treated  milk  \7ill  be  seen  to  be  100^  satisfactory,  both  as  regards  the 
methylene  blue  test  and  phosphates  test. 

The  tvvo  samples  of  ungraded  milk  giving  a  positive  tuberculosis  result 
were  taken  at  a  Canteen,  As  a  result ,  the  source  of  supply  was  changed,  and 
subsequent  samples  gave  a  negative  result. 

In  the  case  of  the  two  positive  samples  of  brucella  abortus,  again  in 
respect  of  ungraded  milk,  folloiving  an  investigation  of  the  herd  by  the 
Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  further  tests 
were  negative.
